Dash to Freedom. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 11.—Two 


prison otficials were killed today 
•when one hundred convicts at the 
Western penitentiary made a dash 
for liberty, following two gas explo- 
sions in the lower end of the institu- 
tion. 


The dead: John A.. Pieper, assist- 


ant deputy warden of Beechview, 
and John T. Coax, yard sergeant of 
North Side, Pittsburgh. 


As smoke filtered into the cells of 


the .convicts, Warden Egan 
gave 


orders to release the prisoners. Just 
then a second explosion occurred 
and the panic stricken 
convicts 


made a dash down the .corridors. 


In the rush Sergaent Cox was 


jostled and one of the prisoners 
seized the officer's revolver from his 
holster and shot him. 


The same convict was- alleged to 


have shot and killed Pieper with the 
aame revolver. 


In the confusion the prisoners 


made their way to the prison yard 
-where they battled with th*3 guards. 
Alter city police 
and sheriff's of- 


ficers arrived, however, the situation 
•« as brought under control and 
at 


10.45 
quiet was restored 


Leaking gas mains caused the gas 


explosions and officials of the prison 
said there was no evidence that any 
of the convicts was responsible or 
that the explosions were a part of 
a plan of the prisoners to escape. 


Crowds gathered outside the peni- 


tentiary walls and saw windows 
being broken by stones hurled by re- 
bellious prisoners. 


Hoarse cries and yells mingled 


with intermittent firing, were heard. 


The last outbreak at the peniten- 


tiary occurred about three years ago 
when several of the rioters were 
killed and many wounded. 
About 


five hundred prisoners are lodged in 
the penitentiary at the present time. 


First reports said two of the pris- 


oners were shot and killed. 


About one hundred of the prison- 


ers were running loose in the peni- 
tentiary yard attacking the guards 
and policemen with clubs, picks and 
stones. 
The tattle had reached a terrific 


stage at 10:30 a, m. and all police- 
men were called from their beats 
and rushed to the prison in taxicabs. 


A call was sent to the central 


police station for more guns and 
ammunition and these were sent in 
a patrol wagon.

State of Health Disclosed 
By Various Kidney Tests

ERE are several things everybody should 
have done on occasions. 
One of these is to 


get the urine examined at least once a year. 


I am sure you all know how important this pro- 


cedure is to persons past middle life. It is just as 
important to young adults and for children. 


In the first half of life it is not so vital to have 


periodical health inspections, provided the health 
is reasonably good. ABut if there is undernourish- 
ment, skin disease*bad color, offensive breath, 
habitual headache, or frequent nausea, the urine u 


should be examined.

I am not giving this thought on the theory that you may have

kidney disease or some other dreadful condition. 
because examination of the urine+_ 
may lead to some good advice about 
the things you eat, your failure to 
drink sufficient water and other 
neglect of your body.

examined ask your doctor if you 
may see it tested. After you wit- 
ness the delicate chemical and phy- 


ful of bicarbonate of soda taken 
once a day by an adult is in any way 
harmful. 


A.—You should regulate your diet 
so as to avoid symptoms requiring 
soda.

HERB are certain general rulee 
to b« observed in regard to 
th« preparation of the invalid 


tray which apply equally to all 
schools of i&edical care. The ordi- 
nary cook does not know much 
about cookery of this sort, so it is 
wise to give the matter a little 
thought. 
Tb» tray, Itself, should b* spot- 
lessly clean and the cloth that cov- 
ers it Bhould be as white and fresh 
as possible. Dishes and silver should 
be bright and clean and if possible, 
a flower or two should be placed 
on th» tray to make it look attrac- 
tive. 
If thft Invalid Is fussy, change the 
china frequently, for the coming of 
the tray is about the only exciting 
event in an invalid's day. 
Never leave a soiled dish, glass or 
piece of silver in the invalid's room. 
Remove »he tray as soon as the meal 
is over, or if the appetite is frac- 
tious, remove the tray, rearrange it 
and bring it back later if need be. 
The food that is prescribed or al- 
lowed should bo specially cooked and 
served in the daintiest way possible. 
A hot-water plate i» valuable where 
certain, solid foods are offered. In- 
valids eat slowly as a rule and food 
cools quickly on an ordinary plate 
and grows uninviting before the 
m«al is finished. "Little and often' 
is usually the feeding rule, so be 
prepared for hurry-up orders. 
Crumbs are a torment in bed, so 
It is a good idea to tuck a large 
dinner napkin over the patient be- 
for* placing the flat tray, or better 
still, the little tray with folding legs, 
which is a great comfort for this 
purpose.

Of course, the percentage of solida 
in a sample of urine varies with the- 
intake of fluids. The more water 
you take the lower will be the spe- 
cific gravity. 
There are certain disease condi- 
tions, however, in -which the flow 
of urine" may be profuse and yet 
the specific gravity of every sample 
is high. ' For instance, in diabetes, 
a disease we are hearing a lot about 
these days, the specific gravity is 
very high. It may run to 1030 or 
even to 1045. 
The color of the urine, the nature 


of the deposit, and even the odor 
are important in forming conclusions 
as to the health and vigor of the 
individual.

oil investigation. Our investigation 
convinces us that the Alaskan rail- 
road is a victim of deliberate intrigue 
and conspiracy carried en over

long period, directed by influences 
hostile to It, which are determined 
to destroy it as a government owned 
railroad and to exploit Alaska 
for 


ihpir exclusive benefit.

These »re real problems, even for the most experienced speaker. How 


can we meet them? 


1. A4 to t*e informality. 
To meet the difficulty requires the keenest 


kind of foresight. In fact, a successful after-dinner speech is most caw- 
fully planned. Here, above all. the speaker must know his audi«nct. 
Be 


must know who they are, what professions are represented, what the 
•pecial interests of the audience are. He must know their prejudices and 
their partialities. It isNonly then that the speaker can get in sympathetic 
relations with his audience. He seems t6 know so naturally mad easily 
just what interests the crowd, he seems to know instinctively what each 
one likes. In fact, he meets their intertBts because he knows them. Tbere 
is no place in life where the dictum "Knowledge is power" is so true as 
in these human relationships. The man who studies and knows nuraan 
nature, who knows his man. is. after all. the one with' most power. And 
he wields power when he speaks to an audience. 


2. JLJ to the humor. The humor must grow out of the natnr&l interests 


of the audience and out of the sympathy between the speaker and his 
audiene*. Humor can never be ready made and then applied to a litaation. 
The most futile speech in the world is the pseudo-humorous speech that 
begins, "Once there were two Irishmen, called Pat and Mike," followed 
by a stala jok« which is distorted to apply to some statement of import 
If th« speaker knows his audience, and is appreciative of the occasion 
It the speaker knows his audience, and is appreciative of the occasion 
that has called forth his speech, he need not use snch "canned" material. 
Let him be naturally interested In his subject and his audience, and he 
will ficd ample natire humor In the situation. Real hnmor is that which 
lies close to sheer humanity. It is not, ordinarily, extraneous to a giren 
situation, nor can it be successfully adapted and applied. 


3. As to the subject. Here is where the speech composition coaies in 


especially. Do not strive to make too many points. Don't talk too long. 
Consider your subject; select a few pertinent points; and drive_those home. 
One good idea or proposition well advanced and well pointed is worth 
infinitely more then a scattered speech that begins nowhere and ends 
nowhere. It you limit your subject, you have a better chance of saying 
something. 


Abore all, be honest, be sincere— I trust that I have urged or sug- 


gested nothing else— be human, and you will be successfu; when yoa make 
this typ« of speech.

close this series of lessons, in which I attempt to teach speech 


composition jmpersonally to readers of a newspaper, 1 feel as though I 
am teaching you how 1o 'swim, without supplying the water for you to 
swim In. I am teaching you boiing, but I have not provided the arena. 
Still, the composition of the speech— its preparation and presentation as 
*uch— Is merely an application of the general problems of all Eng.ish Com- 
position. And as such I have tried to teach it in these ail-too brief lessons.

national convention in New York. 


The republican campaign commit- 


tee for Coolidge in Nebraska is cir- 
culating petitions for the nomination 
of five women out of a total of nine- 
teen delegates to the national con- 
vention. 
The democratic organiza- 


tions are pushing candidates for 
women committeemen and women 
alternate 
delegates, but there is 


nothing doing in aid of women for 
delegates at large in the national 
convention. As in the past it is 
explained by Governor Bryan that 
alternate delegates in» tne antional 
convention will be given seats in the 
convention and will in fact serve as 
delegates, taking turns until all have 
esrved and sat in the convention. 
This was done four years ago, he 
said. 
"The republican committee con- 


ducting a presidential ^reference 
campaign in this state," said Gover- 
nor Bryan, "has put up in front a 
number of women for delegates to 
the republican national convention to 
try to pull their choice for president 
and not because they expect the wo- 
men delegates to he elected. They 
put them 
up in front 
as we have 


been told some people use their wo- 
men for shields in time of war. 


"The expense of attending a con 


vention far from home is quite an 
item and few women seek a place 
of that kind. Few women desire to 
contest with men of state wide ac- 
quaintance.
